Cuts in Asian 
Refugee Quotas 
Angers Community

WA3SHINGTON，DC - Advocates for 
both Sovietand Southeast Asian refugees are 
expressing dismay Over President Reagan's 
decision last week to Teduce the number of 
SoutheastAsianrefugeesallowedtoenterthe 
United States in Order to increase the quota 
for Soviet refugees. 

In a-joint letter to-Secretary Of State 
George Shultz, the presidents of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee and the Indochina 
Resource Action Center _ called for the 
Administration to take adifferent strategy io 
helpingrefugeesresettleinthe United States. 

“The United Statesshouldrespopnd vigof- 
buslytorefugeelieeds in allareas ofhumani- 
tarian concern,”wmites Theodore Ellenoft， 
President of the American 入 wish Commit- 
tee,， and Le Xuan 玉 hoa，President of the 
JIndochina Resource Action Center.“Needs 
of one group ofrefugees cannotbe sacrificed 
to the needs of others.” 

Reagan's plan calls for increasing the 
number of Soviet refugees_entering the 
United States by 39 percent to 25,000. 严 
order to maintain the overall refugee figure， 
the plan will cutthe number ofslots forthree 
other categories by a total of 7,000. 
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In just a matter of seconds, an obviously 
deranged gunman Spraying Over 100 rounds 
ofammunition killed fiveyoung childrenand 
injured 30 others in acrowded schoolyard on 
Tuesday. But what made this incidentall the 
moretragicisthefactthatmostofthevictims 
of this tragedy were children of Vietnamese 
and Cambodianrefugees 一 people who had 
only just escaped war-torn countries only to 
find the illusion of safety and security so 
utterly shattered. 

Ofthefivecasualties,ages6to9,four were 
Cambodian and one was Vietnamese. Ofthe 
nearly 1000 students at Cleveland Elemen- 
tary School, where the shooting took place， 
Over 70 percent are Southeast Asian. 

While law enforcement officials try and 
piece together what led to this senseless 
massacre of innocent lives, we at 开 ast Test 
are hoping that the second tragedy does not 
happen 一 thetragedy ofnotproviding much 
needed mental health and social services to 
the Southeast Asian refugee community.

Asafactual matter,therelsno neceSSary

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According to a 1987 comprehensive state- 
wide study of the mental health needs of 
Southeast Asian refugees，those living in 
Iural areas like the San Joaquin Valley had a 
greater incidence of depression than hose 问 
Urban areas.

As an Asian American, [strongly SupPOTt 
affirmative action programs which give Pref- 
erences to other Underrepresented minority 
groups,， notwithstanding the fact that such 
Programs may have a negative impact on 
Asian Americans. Itis my personal view that 
past affirmative action preferences given to 
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Jn the past two years, the Valley has also 
seenabiginfluxintheirCambodianand other 
Southeast Asian population, much as aresult 
of Secondary migration from other parts of 
theUS. While helpfulin the senseofbuilding 
alarger SUDpOrt System for the community， 
the increase has also stretched the already 
limited resources available，causing some 
resentment among older residents. 


Cambodians, unlike Vietnamese who be- 
gan coming to the US in 1975, have, on the 
averIage, been here for only 3 years.

The 29-member commitee was formed in 
December of 1987, after the Asian Pacific 
Jslander community criticlized a report about 
Organized crime in Californla ljssued by Van 
de Camp':s office and presented to the state 
legislature in July of 1987. 

TheAsianandPacific Islanderleaders said 
the report reinforced negative stereotypes of 
A/PIs, by giving the impression that A/PI 
gangs posed a geater problem for law en- 
forcement agencies than other groups. 

The committee conducted four public 
meetings in the state. Members represented 3 
croSs Section of the A/PI community. The 
Chairperson of the committee was attorney 
Dale Minami, attorney and founding Presi- 
dent of the Asian/Pacific Bar of California. 

Inaletterto Van deKamp thatprefaces the 
Ieporb Minami said that“Government lead- 
ers will strongly affect the path California 
takes in Tesolving the problems faced by 
Asian/Pacific Islander Americans. . . We 
hope 由 at with thls report, govermmment lead- 
ers in the State will be encouraged to begin 
taking oUr problems Seriously and to assistin 
their resolution.

The letterconcluded with 
four suggestions:

"Retain admissions Opportunities for In- 
dochinese refugees, including those political 
Prisoners who may come out later this year;

*Consult with the affected American 
communities.

In China and the US 


Racism in China today and racism in the 
southern United States 25 years ago have 
been much on my mind lately. 

You' ve undoubtedly read of troubles over 
the past few weeks between Chinese student 
crOowdsandAfrican students in SomeChinese 
Cities. 

It is difficult to discern all the facts from 
Such a_ distance. 了 ve noticed that all the 
American news Ieports I ve read invariably 
quote non-Chinese witnesses, most of them 
American Or European students. In some 
cases, African diplomats are quoted. Hardly 
any Chinese students or officials are quoted. 

Imnotpreparedto fault the journalists for 
this.IcanimagineTeportingthis kind of story 
out of China can be very difficult Ican only 
conclude that because there's Such a paucity 
of quotes from Chinese officials or students， 
journalistic access to these sources must be 
extremely limited. 

Be that as it may, several patterns emerge. 
Oneis that Chinese students apparently dont 
like Some black African students. Another is 
that Chinese students appear fed up with 
being treated as Second-class citizens，3sS 
officialChinesepolicy treats foreign students 
betterT. 

The spark that ignited the hostilities was 
Chinese resentment of African men students 
dating Chinese women. A fight ensued be- 
tween African Students seeking to bring in 
Chinese women dates to a Hehai University 
dance in Nanjing on Dec. 24. For about two 
Weeks after that，Chinese Student crowds 
marched against African students, carrying 
Signs with racist Slurs and demanding that 
authorities prosecute the African student 
asSsalilants. 

For their Own protection，some African 
Students were taken to an isolated guest 
house, where, accordinc to eas African dip- 
lomat，Chinese police tortured one or two 
African students.Chineseofficials deniedthe 
torture allegation， 

The entire episode has brought interna- 
tional embarrassment to China. It is impos- 
sible for Chinese officials to defend the be- 
havior of Some Chinese students. Since the 
communist takeover 40 years ago, China has 
reached out to the third world,， including 
black Africa China has denounced South 
African apartheid. China gives Scholarships 
to black African students. 

Preferred treatment of foreign students by 
China rankles Chinese Students. Foreign stu- 
dcnts get better housing and more geneIous 
allowances. 


Anger at authorities Over these disparities 
is understandable. Racism isn't 

Chinese Students appear more angry at 
black African students than at other foreign 
students, There's 3a feeling apparently that 
Some black African students are lazy, dont 
adhere to university rules and like loud par- 
ties and Chinese wonien. 

That portrayal of some black African stu- 
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dents mayormaynotbe the case. Butthe fact 
is,，Some of the Chinese student anger has 
been expressed in racist terms. 

If ethnic Chinese:the world over are to be 
candid with themselves about this matter of 
Iacism，then we'd have to say that it is a 
Shortcoming of many of us. Ethnic Chinese 
aren'tthe world'sonlyracists,ofcourse:Not 
by a long shot. We all know that we fre- 
quently are victims ofother Sracism.Butthat 
shouldn't justify us being racist back. 

Iknow that sounds terribly naive, basSive 
and soft even. But I for one don't advocate 
getting into Someone else'S gutteT. 

A favorite theme of Chinese movies and 
literature 1iS:Tevenge. But Chinese-style Ia- 
cism isn't revenge motivated. It stems from 
how ethnic Chinese view themselves and the 
world around them. 

Chinese xenophobia, or fear or loathing of 
fureigners, is well known. China, after all, is 
the “Middle Kingdom.”Without thought 
Chinese call all foreigners gwWel which trans- 
lates to mean “demon” or “devil… 

History plays a part also. Since the mid- 
19th century,China had been a subjugated 
nation, embarrassed and humailiated by west- 
ern nations and Japan. When Mao Zedong 
Seljzedpowerin 1949,hebeganacampaignto 
restore China to a position of international 
respectb iftnotprominence.Tve long felt that 
nationalism played a large part of Chinese 
communism. It was 3a restoration of histofic 
Iacial and ethnic pride, something that stirs 
many ethnic Chinese. 

Today's world，however，demands new 
and visionary thinking about working to- 
gether and putting aside petty ethnic differ- 


this，of course,， and it's Still too much to 
expecta struggling nation like China to nec- 
essarilytaketheintemationalleadinmorality 
andracerelations.Forinstance,Japan, which 
is much Stronger economically, Shows ugly 
Signs of aresurgence of nationalism, Or feel- 
ings of racial Superiority. 

Which leads me to the Us, a country not 
without its Own racial problems. My regular 
Teaders know how critical I have been of 
American racism aimed at Asian Americans 
and other Tacial minorities, including black, 
Hispanic and Native Americans. 

YetIremain optimistic that America has a 
chance to make a multicultural, multiracial 
SOCiety woIk. It s notthere yet noOtby along 
shot but as morenon-white people becomea 
part of the American landscape，then the 
possibility exists for a reasonably harmoni- 
ouUSs “Tainbow”society. Continuing impedi- 
ments to achieving that lofty (and perhaps 
utopian) goal existb to be Sure. 

Lots of white people fear or loathe black 
people as well as the emerging Hispanic and 
Asian groups. Black people still aren't fully 
accepted; in turn，Some black people feel 
threatenedbythe Hispanicand Asian groups. 
Anyone who thinks that things-are COpacetic 
between variousracial groupsinAmericahas 
his orherhead in the sand. Obviously, weall 
have a long way to go to make this society 
truly work as a multicultural，mnultiracial 
environment in which people are treated 
equally. Maybe we']l never make it wOIk. 

Butwe'vemadeprogress Since 1964, when 
white bigots in Mississippi killed three civil 
Tights woOrkers, one black, two white.
